then hanging over a slow Cire in a | 
small pot hung in a larger one filled 
with water. Add five gallons of hot 
water to the mixture, stir well, and 
let it stand for a few days, covered 
from dirt. It should be applied hot, 
tor which purpose it can be kept in 
a kettle over an oven or a portable 
furnace."
